19.— French 
troops 
made further progress against 
the 
German line northeast of ^ erdun in 
fighting last night, advancing in the 
direction of 
Sainte Fine 
chapel at 
the intersection of the Fleufy 
and 
Vaux roads, it was officially announ­ 
ced today. 
The war office reported 
no important fighting on the Somme 
front. 


With the sale yesterday of 
road 
bond issues totalling 
$51,580 Rush 
county since 
January 
1, 1916 lias 
sold a total of $145,740 worth 
of 
road bonds and the end i> not yet 
in sight. 
This promises to be a ban­ 
ner year for 
the 
county 
in road 
building. 
There are still two roads pending 
which will cost approximately $17,- 
000 each, bringing the total cost for 
roads this year close up to $180,000. 
This 
is considered 
remarkable 
in 
view of the fact that not near all of 
the roads are 
permanent 
improve­ 
ments. 
In the past ten years the 
county has spent close to a million 
dollars in road building 
and 
early 
this spring there 
was 
a sentiment 
strongly in favor of permanent high­ 
ways. 
This sentiment was especial­ 
ly strong along about the time 
the 
roads were 
impassable 
and 
were 
said to be the worst they had been 
in twenty years. 
The plea for permanent roads has 
had but little effect when it is taken 
into consideration that 
only 
about 
one-third of the 
$180,006 
to 
be 
spent this year will go towards per­ 
manent highways. 
The road bond sales for this year 
started last 
February 
when 
the 
bonds 
were 
sold 
for 
the 
Omer 
Thompson road. This road is in three 
townships and will be completed at a 
cost of $10,600. 
Then came 
the 
John Wagoner road. 
The bonds on 
this road amounted to $11,000. 
Following the sale of these bonds 
the issue covering the expense of the 
Ora Logan highway was sold. 
This 
issue amounted 
to 
$10,600. 
Then 
came the two 
permanent highways 
each of which Rushville will be ben­ 
efited by. 
The bonds 
on the 
John 
Kelly road, 
known 
as First street, 
amounted to $27,240 and the Green 
road $34,720. 
While this sum of money for road 
work looks large, 
it is 
not nearly 
so great as some other counties are 
spending. 
For instance, it is point­ 
ed out that 
Fayette county 
has 
quit building gravel roads and here 
after they must be permanent high­ 
ways. 
The same is true of Wayne 
county and both 
of these counties 
have several large bond issues pend­ 
ing.

COSTS $1 TO GET ON AGAIN 


There appears to have been a mis­ 
understanding in some quarter® re­ 
garding the collection by the city of 
money 
due for water. 
Under the 
ruling of the public service commis­ 
sion tomorrow is the last day for 
paying water rent in order to avoid 
having the water shut off and going 
to the time and expense of paying 
one dollar to have the service re­ 
newed. 
The money that the city seeks to 
collect is for water consumed up un­ 
til the time the meters were read last, 
which was the last week in May and 
the first week in June. 
The meters 
have not been read since that time 
and the 
number of 
persons owing 
water bills is small, but in order to 
get the books in shape the city de­ 
sires to have whatever money is due. 
The meters will not be read now 
until the last of August, making Ihe 
present quarter really cover a period 
of four months. This is done so that 
the city can conform with the order 
of the commission. 
The water bills 
ordinarily are payable on or before 
the tenth of July, October, January 
and April. 
The ruling of the com­ 
mission provides that the city shall 
wait ten days and then the water be 
shut off. 
This limit would make the 
date 
fall on the 
twentieth of the 
month and as tomorrow is July 20, 
the city plans to enforce the order.

The recapture of Longuevale, at 
the intersection

seven miles south of Bapaume and 
of Bellville wood was claimed in an 
official statement issued by the Ger­ 
man war office this afternoon. 
An official report 
from 
General 
Haig admitted the Germans had ob­ 
tained a footing in 
the 
northern 
outskirts of Longuevale and had re­ 
captured the Bellville wood. 
The battle is continuing, General 
Haig reported, and has become very 
violent. 
The 
Germans 
hurled 
forces 
against the 
British 
right wing at 
about dusk, after an intense bom­ 
bardment of Longuevale village and 
the Bellville wood. 
As the German 
guns lifted, 
big masses 
of German 
infantry 
advanced 
to 
the attack. 
They swarmed forward in the 
face 
of machine gun and rifle fire, and ac­ 
cording to the British official report, 
suffered very heavy losses.

With the sale yesterday of road 


bond issues totalling $51,580 Rush 
county since January 1, 191G has 
sold a total of $145,7-10 worth 
of 


road bonds and the end is not yet 
in sight. This promises to be a ban- 
ner year for 
the 
county in road 


building. 


There -are still two roads pending 


which will cost approximately $17,- 
000 each, bringing the total cost for 
roads this year close up to $180,000. 
This is considered 
i<emarkable in 


view of the fact that not near all of 
the roads are permanent improve- 
ments. 
In the past ten years the 


county has spent close^ to a million 
dollars in road building and early 
this spring there was a sentiment 
strongly in favor of permanent high- 
ways. This sentiment was especial- 
ly strong along about the time the 
roads were impassable 
and were 


said,,to be the worst they had been 
in twenty years.

The.plea for permanent" roads"Easi 


had but little effect when it'is taken 
into consideration that only about 
one-third of the $180,000^ to 
be 


spent this year will go towards per- 
manent highways. 


The road bond sales for this yeai' 


started last February when 
the 


bonds 
were sold for the Omer 


Thompson road. This road is in three 
townships and will be completed at .a 
cost of $10,600. 'Then came 
the 


John Wagoner road. The bonds on 
this road amounted to $11,000.

Following the sale of these bonds 


the issue covering the expense of the 
Ora Logan highway was soldi This 
issue amounted to $10,600. Then 
came the two permanent highways 
each of which Rushville will be ben- 
efited toy.

Kelly road, known as First street, 
amounted to $27,240 and the Green 
road $34,720.

shattered bone changes the structur- 
al outward structural appearance of 
the face, often with horrible effect. 


In 
other wars the wounds were 


sewn up and the bones permitted to 
knit, if they would. 


In this war, when part of a jaw 


has been lost, several surgeons carry 
the patient into the amphitheater. A 
piece of his shin bone is removed by 
the hone surgeons. 
The dental sur- 


geon takes this piece, which has been 
cut. to shape and size desired and 
puts it in place in the soldier's jaw. 


Photographs' in the Chicago sur- 


geons' hospital show that men who 
came to the surgeons with faces to 
contemplate in every day life have 
departed with their features normal 
except for a scar or two- that looks 
as though it might have been caused 
by a razor slip.
